MINUTES:
Regular Meeting — April 16, 2013

Motion made by Gleba, seconded by Thompson to approve the minutes of April 16,
2013.

Council Discussion:

Councilwoman Gleba noted that the minutes stated that Council will receive a copy of the
final budget with the amended numbers and those have not been received yet. Manager
Blanchard will provide the copies to Council as soon as possible. Councilwoman Gleba
also noted that on page 13 of the minutes she had asked if there was a separate report
from Washington Township Police regarding their Shared Services with Washington
Borough that shows their revenues. Manager Blanchard stated that she will work on
providing that to Councilwoman Gleba. Councilwoman Gleba inquired about the
difference between overlay and milling in regards to the roads being paved in
Washington Borough. Councilman Thompson explained that in the milling process the
road is taken down to the bare bones and overlay is just a layer placed on top of the
surface.

Manager Blanchard recommended that in regards to
the correspondence from the Sewer Engineer that the Kinnaman Avenue sewer
connection request should be directed to the Sewer Committee. Also in the
correspondence was the Sewer Engineer’s recommendation for the Borough of
Washington to not take any action regarding the Shabecong Creek erosion.

AUDIENCE:
Jennifer Feldman — 19 Prosper Way

Ms. Feldman stated her educational achievements and that she is currently employed as a
Special Education teacher at the Warren Hills Middle School. In 2004 she began her
employment at the Washington Borough Pool and has had seasonal employment there
every year holding various job titles. Most recent she was a pool manager/supervisor.
She has been continuously rehired and never written up or verbally warned. However,
this year she states that she has been denied employment for reasons unknown to her.
She submitted her application for employment at the pool on April 14, 2013 and as of
May 22" she has not heard anything. After many phone calls and almost two weeks, still
not hearing from the Recreation Director, Ms. Feldman was informed that all the
management positions were already filled. Ms. Feldman asked Council for their
assistance in getting answers. Ms. Feldman stated that she feels she may be denied
employment for an incident that occurred in August 2012 where she may be accused of
being a “whistleblower”. Ms. Feldman contacted the police during this incident so that a
record of the incident could be on file. Ms. Feldman stated that some or possibly all of



the employees involved were re-hired except for herself. She also stated, according to the
policy of the Borough, positions may be advertised in the Star Gazette or Express Times.
To Ms. Feldman’s knowledge, no posting has taken place and no dates for a submission
deadline appeared on the Borough website.

Council Discussion:

Mayor McDonald suggested Ms. Feldman bring this issue before the Recreation
Commission at their next meeting. Councilwoman Gleba stated at the very least, Ms.
Feldman deserves a call back from the Recreation Director.

A motion was made by Torres and seconded by Gleba for a five minute recess.

Ms. Feldman also stated that the Recreation Commission has canceled four out of the last
seven meetings. Councilman Torres has an issue with the fact that the Recreation
Commission is not having the appropriate amount of meetings. Mayor McDonald stated
that the Boro can look into and monitor their number of meetings. Mayor McDonald
asked Manager Blanchard to instruct the Recreation Director to call Ms. Feldman in
regards to this matter.

SECTION 2. Salaries herein shall be payable at the rate fixed in equal installments twice a
month. Wages shall be payable twice a month. Any annual salary may be re-calculated to an hourly
wage for any position unless restricted by collective bargaining agreement. Any and all fees received
by officials and employees of the Borough of Washington shall be paid unto the municipality.

SECTION 3. Any salary and wage ordinance adopted prior to the adoption of this ordinance
with provisions inconsistent with the provisions of Section 1 of this ordinance shall, to the extent of
any inconsistency and only to the extent of the inconsistency, be repealed.

SECTION 4. In the event the position becomes vacant or no figure is listed, then the figures
noted in the column with the heading "salary or wage range" shall be utilized by the appointing
authority and any salary or wage paid within this range shall be deemed appropriate and valid.

SECTION 5. An employee who has medical coverage under a spouse’s health benefit plan and
waives participation in the Borough of Washington health benefits program shall be compensated at
the rate of $2,000 prorated to compensate the employee for only those pay periods when the Borough
is no longer obligated to make health benefit payments.

SECTION 6. The Road Repairer - Supervisor in possession of a valid Certificate as Certified
Public Works Manager shall have added to their base pay $6,000.00 per year to be paid twice per
month.

SECTION 7. A public works employee who works eight hours in one day out of title in a job
classification with a higher salary or wage range shall be entitled to additional compensation for that
day at the rate of his or her current rate of pay plus ten (10%) percent.

SECTION 9. The rates contained herein shall become effective January 1, 2013.

SECTION 10. In accordance with Chapter 3, Article I1, Section 15, Subsection E of the Code
of the Borough of Washington, this Ordinance shall become effective 20 days after final passage
unless the Council, by an affirmative vote of five (5) Council Members, shall adopt a resolution
declaring the Ordinance to be an emergency upon which said Ordinance will take effect upon final
passage.
